Fart* About Poison Ivy 
No person, rural or urban, is en­ 
tirely 
free 
from 
the 
danger 
of 
poison ivy. 
Despite theories to the 
contrary, poisoning may be carried 
on clothing, shoes, cultivation tools 
and other objects to persons many 
miles aw’iiy from where the p la n t1 
grows. Therefore, during the next 
four or five m onths when the danger 
i.s most acute, all who arc not def- j 
lith ely immune to its effects .should 
know how* to recognize the vine on 
ight, practice prom pt and effective 
prevention safeguards and employ 
thorough eradication measures. 
There is no need to confuse poison 
ivy with the harm less and beautiful 
ornam ental vine. Virginia Creei>er. 
The former 
bears its leaves 
in 
groups of three, the Virginia Creep­ 
er in groups of five. 
Persons sensitive to ivy poisoning 
should avoid not only direct contact 
with the plant’s foliage but should 
remain at a considerable distance 
from it. especially when the leaves 
are wet with dew or rain. also from 
the wearing npjwvrcl of others who 
have been in contact with it. Even 
the smoke from fires in which poi- 
on ivy is burning may carry the 
poison. 
Effective Remedies 
After exposure to ivy poisoning 
it is wise to remove all probable 
traces of poison on the skin by 
washing and rinsing 
in running 
water, using ordinary 
kitchen or 
laundry* soap. It should be remem­ 
bered th a t washing may spread the 
poison over a large area of the body 
unless care Is used Tire finger nails 
w arrant 
extra 
attention. 
Avoid 
harsh scrubbing, as this may further 
irritate the skin. 
Effective remedies to allay tile in­ 
flammation caused by ivy poisoning 
arc often condemned us worthless 
and worthless nostrum s are praised 
because the sufferer abandons the 
former Just when the irritation be­ 
gins to abate and the ineffective 
dosings arc then accredited with 
th»* “cure." A five per cent solution 
of potassium perm anganate applied 
locally is widely recommended. The 
brown stain may later be removed 
from the skin by applying lemon 
Juice or a one lier cent solution 
of sodium bisulphide. 
Of course, 
neither of the stain removing m a­ 
terials should be used until all the 
inflammation is healed. 
Applications of cooking soda or 
Epsom salts (one to two heaping 
teaspoonfuls to a cup of water) are 
beneficial. Ovoid bandaging or the

Rich In Vitamin ( ; 
Use Care In Washing 


Besides their color and flavor, 
straw berries whether scarce or plen­ 
tiful. have another virtue to recom­ 
mend them Id the family meal plan­ 
ner—richness in vitamin C 
One generous serving of fresh ripe 
berries is enough to furnish the 
day’s requirem ent for this vitamin, 
according to studies made a t the 
M ontana state experim ent station, 
says MLss Mildred Adams, home ec­ 
onomics 
extension 
representative, 
for Adams county. 
Homemakers who buy their berries 
a t the m arket or must keep berries 
for .several days a t home after pick­ 
ing may be reassured to know th a t 
the berries showed almost no loss of 
vitam in C during two days of stand­ 
ing a t room tem perature. Berries 
kept as long as five days in Hie 
hydrator of 
a 
home 
refrigerator 
showed practically no loss of the 
vitamin. 
However, 
the 
way 
berries are 
washed may make a difference in 
their vitam in C loss, Miss Adams 
points out 
The scientist* recom­ 
mend washing before hulling. Re­ 
moving 
the 
hulls 
exposes 
inner 
tissue, and vitamin C from this tis­ 
sue can dissolve in the washing 
water. Soaking in water for any 
length of time also may draw out 
some of tin vitamin. 
The usual method of slicing tile 
berries* and allowing them to stand 
w ithout sugar for a short time be­ 
fore serving destroys little if any of 
! the vitam in. However, tests indicat­ 
ed tim t crushing or m ashing berries j 
for shortcake causes a loss of the 
vitamin
